Children are not the only pupils of 
the Board of E ducation. 
For tw en ty 
years it has

Its pa rtic ula r form of in struc ­ 
tion for the older folks consists of 
in teresting lectures on 
innum erab le 
sub jects. 
And New York enjoys the 
distinction of b eing the first city in 
the world to incorporate adult ed u­ 
cation as an integral pa rt of its ed­ 
ucational system . 
G reat interest is taken in these lec­ 
tures. 
D uring the period com m enc­ 
ing Oct. 1, 1907, and closing May 2, 
1908, there were delivered in 178 cen ­ 
tre s throughout the gre a te r city lec­ 
ture s on 1.041 different sub jects, b e­ 
fore 5,572 audiences, b y a staff of 003 
lecturers, a t w hich the total a tte n d ­ 
ance was 1,208,330. an average of 217 
for each lecture given.

The 
clergyman and the ethical leader hav e 
joined the army because they know 
that sin breeds dirt, starv ation and dis­ 
ease. The political economist finds that 
prev entable disease la an 
enormous 


waste, much worse than cutting down 
all the forests. 
Education Is largely a 
problem of the hygiene of 
children 
Moreov er, tlie dependence of the health 
of all on the health of each lias affected 
the fundamental problem of gov ern 
ment, the relation of indiv idual rights 
to common welfare. 
An expression of 
the fusion of all human interests in tha 
basic interest of health is the forma 
tion of the Committee of One Hundred 
on National Health of tlie American 
Association 
for the Adv ancement of 
Science. 
The committee was formed a 
year ago, and it is not yet time to say 
whether 
its 
stupendous program is 
more than a fine idea on paper. 
It 
proposes to establish a departm ent of 
hygiene in the 
national 
gov ernment, 
and to enlist a v olunteer sanitary army 
with headquarters in ev ery town. 
Al­ 
ready fifty thousand are enlisted, in* 
eluding physicians, philanthropists and 
teachers. 
Disease is unnecessary and 
the most expensiv e thing in the world. 
Our most important duty is to got rid 
of it. 
Tlie problem is simple to state. 
The solution of it w ill be t iie 1h4h>f of a- 
century, perhaps of this century. 


From n report of tin* land office it 
appears that tlie public lands contain 
T54,.8 95.296~~nci es, an area more than 
four times as great as that of Texas. 
But it would he an erro r to conclude 
that this v ast domain is av ailable for 
settlement. Nearly one-half the area is 
In Alaska, and much the greater part 
of what remains is in the mountain 
States of tlie West -Arizona, Califor­ 
nia, Colorado, Idaho, Montana, Nev ada, 
New Mexico, Oregon and I'tah.

There 
is nothing, therefore, In the figures first 
giv en to encourage the thought of a 
limitless reserv e for the people.

the 
old 
opportunities 
are 
rapidly pass­ 
ing 
away 
and 
that 
the 
chances 
that are 
left 
should 
not 
he neg­ 
lected. 
Conditions 
are 
such that the 
most earnest efforts are being made to 
prev ent the abuses of the past, to dis­ 
countenance speculation 
on 
a 
large 
scale and render all possible assistance 
to settlers in good faith. 
To 
show 
how rapidly- the area lias diminished 
we shall refer to a statement prepared 
by the land office t« si years ago. 
At 
that time the acreage of the public 
lands v acant and subject to entry and 
settlement and exclusiv e 
of 
Alaska 
was placed at 579 ,368 ,274. 
The public 
lands in Alaska were 
estimated 
at 
360,529 ,600 acres, which gav e a total 
of 9 48 ,8 9 7,8 74. 
This did not include 
Indian reserv ations which hav e been 
thrown open since and occupied. 
It is 
obv ious that tlie time is near when 
there will tie little arable land at the 
disposition of the gov ernment. 
Hut it 
has a great work to perform In its irri­ 
gation schemes and in the related proj­ 
ects for conserv ing the 
natural 
re­ 
sources of the country. 
When it has 
done all that it can do In promoting 
the settlement 
of tlie arid regions it 
must still labor at a kind of protec­ 
tion concerning whose main principles 
there 1h hardly a difference of opinion 
among the people.

A peculiar blight has appeared in 
the white pine timber gro wth of Now 
England which is puzzling the 
ex­ 
perts of the v arious State Fo restry 
Departm ents and those of the Nation­ 
al.. Gov -enimerit. 
IL is doing a great 
deal of damage all ov er the North­ 
east, but its cause has not yet been 
determined, and to o bserv e its de­ 
v elopment more accurately 
experi- 
mentHl statio ns hav e been establish­ 
ed a t Brunswick, Me., and Peterboro, 
N. H., conducted much like the ob­ 
serv atio n wards of hospitals. 


T he disease first appeared four or 
fiv e years ago, but it was some time 
before it was noticed to be peculiar 
to white pine. 
It was first noticed 
extensiv ely at Concord, N. H., and 
not until the sum m er of 190G did it 
begin to be repo rted from v arious 
o ther parts of New England. 
At first, 
only a few trees would be affecte I 
in a particular place, then the blight 
would break out in places near the 
o riginal seat of the trouble, and soon 
it began to be realized 
that 
the 
blight must be contagious. 


Early in the Spring of 19 07 Die 
blight became prev alent in all parts 
of New England. 
Since 
then 
its 
rav ages hav e been *v parted in New 
York. New Jersey, and Pennsylv ania. 
It still 
flourishes mo st extensiv ely, 
howev er, in New England in what 
is called the W hite Pine Belt, run­ 
ning thro ugh So uthwestern 
Maine, 
Southern New Hampshire, and North­ 
ern M assachusetts. 
It is commenc­ 
ing to spread also into Rhode Island 
and Connecticut. 


The blight is easily recognized by 
the—appearance of a reddish-brown 
tingn on the tips of ev en the newest 
needles. 
The tips of the needles are 
almost always affected first, though 
in a few instances the middle or 
base of the needles 
hav e 
turned 
brown, leav ing the tip green. 
A tree 
attacked 
by the blight appears as 
if it had been scorched by fire or 
sprinkled 
with 
brown 
dye. 
The 
needles of the white pine fall after 
two years, so there are always con­ 
stantly at least two different kintD 
of foliage on a tree. 
It is a peculiar 
feature of the disease that in the ma­ 
jo rity of cases the newest needles 
are those affected first, the blight 
not reaching the needles of the year 
before until later. 
On a tree that 
has been affected with the blight for 
mo re than a year the needles that 
hav e already suffered 
are 
usually 
dried up and withered and the new' 
foliage stunted, hunched up, and un­ 
dev eloped. 


Trees of all sizes and ages, whether 
standing in the open or in the woods, 
are susceptible to the blight, with 
tw'o 
exceptions—big. 
full-crowned 
trees, of a diameter of eighteen in­ 
ches o r more, standing in the open, 
and 
the interio r trees of a dense 
growth. 
Otherwise the health or lo­ 
cation of a tree or the character of 
♦ he soil where it grows seems to 
make no difference. 


W hether a tree, once attacked, ev er 
recov ers 
from 
the 
blight, 
has not 
yet been settled, but from the ob­ 
serv atio ns made so far it would seem 
that the blight Is fatal. 
Usually a 
tree dies in two years. 
Some, how­ 
ev er, drag along for sev eral years, 
showing the blight season after sea­ 
son, but not succumbing entirely to 
it. 
A few hav e died in three o r four 
months, and instances of complete 
recov ery hav e been v ery unusual. A 
tree killed by the blight, seems to 
be attacked quickly by borers and 
o ther wood destro yers, and is ruin­ 
ed much more speedily than a tree 
that has died from some o ther cause. 
The financial damage 
from 
the 
blight so far has not been v ery great. 
Whole stands, or growths, hav e not 
yet been destroyed, .the blight ap­ 
pearing in scattered 
instances. 
If, 
howev er, some remedy is not speed­ 
ily found to check the blight’s pro­ 
gress, the damage is bound to be 
great. 
This loss would include not 
only the actual stum page v alue of 
the trees for lumber, but their v alue 
as o rnamental and pleasure grov es.

Emile Berlin er's 
Descrip tio n o f His 
"Aero mo b ile” 


I 
Emile Berliner of Washington, D 
IC.. inv ento r of the telephone trans­ 
m itter now' in general use, who has 
I been experimenting with the 
heli­ 
co pter type of flying machine, has Is­ 
sued a statem ent outlining the es­ 
sential points of his machine, which 
! he calls the “aeromobile." He says; 
"I hav e lately co nstructed an ex- 
; perim ental propeller of such power 
| that, placed horizontally, it is cap­ 
able of lifting 360 pounds in a calm 
| straight up into the air, 
"There is no gas bag and no aero­ 
plane, simply a motor, weighing 100 
pounds, some framework, gearing, and 
a two-bladed fan, the latter hav ing 
a surface of about thirty-six square 
feet. Moreov er, the whole apparatus, 
o utside the seat of the operator, is 
entirely 
of 
steel 
and 
aluminum, 
and 
is 
built substantially and for 
practical use. 
In o rder to propel the 
aeromobile horizontally the propeller 
will hav e to be tilted forward, amf- 
I 
hav e 
calculated 
that while this 
would reduce the lifting power less 
than fl per cent., the resulting for­ 
ward thrust would be one-quarter of 
tho lifting pressure. 
"It is an accepted theo ry which 
has been prov ed by practical tests 
that a propeller mo v ing forward is 
mo re efficient than when moored fast 
in one position. 
Hence, the lifting 
l>owor of an aeromobile 
would 
in­ 
crease in free flight. 
Generally con­ 
sidered. it is necessary to hav e two 
pro pellers rev olv ing in opposite direc­ 
tio ns in o rder to steady the machine 
and prev ent it from turning around 
Its own axis in a direction opposite 
the motion of the single propeller. 
"A 
peculiar impo rtance of these 
experim ents lies in the fact that a 
power propeller, capable 
of 
flying 
stright upward, w'ith 
an 
operate« -, 
when attached v ertically to a mod­ 
ern aeroplane, would force the lat­ 
ter through the air at a v ery high 
speed, probably from sev enty-fiv e to 
one hundred miles an hour, and would 
■’mible the present speed of dirigible 
balloons. 
"I am planning also to apply small 
aero planes to this apparatus of just 
enough surface to help in lifting and , 
in landing. 
There will bp the usual 
rudders, such as are used on dirigi­ 
bles and earoplanes.” 


NO MORE PHOSSY JAW. 


W h ite Ph o sp h o ru s in Match Man u fac­ 
tu re to Be Pro h ib ited . 


After many years of agitation the 
use of the deadly white phosphorus 
in the m anufacture of matches is 
soon to be prohibited. 
A bill back­ 
ed 
by Herbert Gladstone and H er­ 
bert Samuel with th i s object in v iew' 
was introduced in the House of Com­ 
mons 
last w'eek, and 
fuller details 
of the measure, which was issued 
from the printers on Saturday, will 
g i v e satisfaction to the tho usands cf 
people employed 
in 
this dangerous 
trade. 
The Go v ernment’s action is the in­ 
direct result of the Berne labor con­ 
ference of September, 
19 06, 
when 
representativ es of France, Germany, 
Ttalv , Holland, Denmark and Switzer­ 
land consented to the 
prohibition, 
G reat Britain then withholding 
her 
agreement. 
As the outcome of a con­ 
sultatio n with the m anufacturers the 
pro mo ters of the bill now before Par­ 
liam ent hav e made it possible for 
less dangerous substitutes for white 
pho sphorus which are protected by 
patents to be obtained on reasonable 
term s 
by all m anufacturers. 
The 
use of the 
poisonous white 
pho spho rus is not necessary in the 
business of match-making. 
Its em< 
ployment, moreov er, is highly dan­ 
gero us to the 
workpeople, 
for 
it 
giv es rise to the painful disease of 
necro sis of the jaw, commonly known 
as "phossy jaw." 
This disease has 
much the same effect on those at 
tacked by it as that of leprosy, and 
it works the same horrible rav ages 
on the face and hands. 
T he bill, if it passes into law, will 
not only forbid 
the use of 
white 
pho spho rus in 
the 
manufacture 
of 
m atches but will also make it illegal 
for any one to sell or import matches 
in the making of which white phos­ 
pho rus has been used.— London Daily 
Chronicle.

been killed and this phase of the 
disease is ev en more Impo rtant than 
the destruction of the mature trees. 
Great alarm is expressed by the peo­ 
ple of the affected districts, as the 
high eomraer« « ial v alue, 
rapidity 
of 
growth, hardness and freedom from 
injury of the white pine timber hav e 
combined to make it the moat popu­ 
lar and v aluable tree of the New Eng­ 
land States.—« New York Times.
